STILLW ATER, Okla., Dec I — 


(Special) — Been must have plenty 
of suitable food, a vigorous young 
queen, aud adequate protection from 
the weather, if they are to pass 
through 
the 
winter 
successfully, 


says W. J. 
Brown, assistant en­ 
tomologist at Oklahoma A. and M. 
college. 
Already bees should be prepared 


for winter, Brown says. 
Surplus 


honey should be removed, from hives 
and hives should be stocked with 
food. 
Half the brood frames fill­ 
ed with food will be sufficient, the 
entomologist adds^ 
Light-colored honey In the comb 


is the best winter food. 
Where it 
is not available, Brown recommdfcds 
a syrup made of two parts sugar 
to one of 
water, and the sugar 


must not be burned while it is cook 
ing. 
Because of the danger of in­ 


troducing diseases into hives, bees 
never should be fed honey from an 
unknown source, Brown cautions. 


Queen bees have no direct in­ 
fluence on the wintering of a colony 
A young queen is necessary,, how­ 
ever, to insure the presence of 
plenty of 
young 
bees 
at the be­ 
ginning of winter and the product­ 
ion of brood in winter. 
Brown advocates a 
good wind­ 
break as one of the most necessary 
protections for bees in winter. 
Iii 
addition to having hives sheltered 
from the wind, they should be wrap 
ped in three or four thicknesses of 
newspaper in fall to afford warmer 
housing conditions. 
* 
A small entrance should be left 
in .the hive, so that only a few bees 
may emerge at a time.

— White corn compared 
with yellow corn as a feed for 
chickens not only lowers egg pro­ 
duction, but also increases the mor­ 
tality rate, experiments conducted 
at the experiment station of Okla­ 
homa A. and M. college have shown 
Two pens of chickens, containing 
fourteen females and one male each 
were selected for the experiments, 
the chickens being as nearly ident­ 
ical as possible in regard to ma­ 
turity, health, vigor and previous 
egg production. 
For ore year one pen was fed 
yellow 
corn; 
the 
other 
received 
white corn. 
When the year ended 
recently, the first pen had produced 
twice as many eggs as the second, 
while the mortality rate of the two 
was 0 percent and 35 percent, re­ 
spectively. 
“ It was impossible to raise on 
the white corn ration chicks which 
had been hatched from hens on the 
same ration.” Robert Penquite, as­ 
sistant professor of poultry husband 
rv, reported. 
On the other hand, 
chicks from the pen that received 
yellow corn were healthy and vigor­ 
ous. and showed good growth. 
Penquite says that the difference 
in the two feeds is that yellow’ corn 
contains vitamin A, a practically in­ 
dispensable 
food 
substance 
which 
is 'not found in w’hite com. 


was then harrowed down and the 
cotton planted. 
One plot wras eight 
acres in size and the other six. The 
cotton has been picked and yielded 
between 700 and 800 pounds to the 
acre as compared to 400 pounds of 
seed cotton on check plots unferti­ 
lized and the average for the com­ 
munity.

[Beating the Roll Weevil 


The most successful methods of 
fighting the boll weevil so far dis­ 
covered are cultivation and fertil­ 
izers. 
The fertilizing may be done 
by growing legumes, or using barn­ 
yard manure, or commercial fertil­ 
izer. 
These methods cause earli­ 
ness 
and 
heavy, 
rapid , fruiting, 
which is the common sense and 
sure way to beat th£ weevils to it. 
Don’t be fooled by patent medicine 
fakers. 
Acid phosphate and stable 
manure are standard remedies, as 
proof of which we submit the fol­ 
lowing testimony. A.E. Cook, county 
agent in Haskell county, says that: 
“ M. V. Mizell or Route I, Mc­ 
Curtain, worked three-fourths of a 
day with a wagon and team hauling 
out and applying three wagon loads 
of manure to six rows of cotton 
260 
yards long. 
This fall these 
six rows were picked and weighed 
separately, 
and 
the 
six 
rows 
of 
manured cotton made 262 pounds 
and the unmanured six rows yielded 
140 pounds. 
This makes a gals of 
122 pounds 
seed cotton 
for 
the 
manure and work. This at 
8 cents 
per 
pound equals $9.76. 
F. C. Higginbotham, county agent 
at McAlester, says that Tom Razier 
used 150 pounds of 2-12-2 fertili­ 
zer per acre on 30 acres and had 
picked three-fourths of a bale per 
acre, and would probably get an­ 
other fourth bale per acre at the 
last picking. 
There were plenty of 
boll weevils in the late bolls in 
this field. 


C. S. Sullivan, county 
agent in 


Seminole county, says; 
“ On Tuesday afternoon, we visit­ 
ed the farm of E. F. Brown in the 
Twin Oaks community. 
Mr. Brown 
has satisfied himself that the use of 
farm manure is a great help in crop 
production. 
Earlier in the year, Mr 


Brown used four acres of cotton 
to ascertain the value of the man­ 
ure. 
Two acres were planted with 


no manure, on the other two acres 
five tons of manure were applied 
to each acre. 
Well rotted stable 


manure being used. After giving the 
lam e cultivation to each spot, he 
has picked from them as follows: 
From the plot having nothing ap­ 
plied, 356 pounds per acre; from 
the plot having five tons of manure 
1004 pounds per acre.** 
J. B. Hill, county agent in Pon­ 
totoc county, says: 
Our fertilizer plots are showing 


fine; and at the present time the 
add phosphate will show about four 
times the production of that that 
had none. 
I feel sure that acid 


phosphate will be used, another year 
by the ton.” 
Earl Smith, county agent In Mus­ 
kogee county, says: 
“In the Braggs community two 


fertilizer tests on cotton have been 
reported. 
The land in this section 


of Muskogee county is rather poor 
and responds well to fertilization. 
Acid phosphate at the rate of 250 
imunds per acre was used on the 
demonstrations mentioned and the 
yield 
was 
practically doubled 
In 


each instance. 
The land was first

State Accumulates 


Many Case Records 


In Seventeen Years; 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Dec. I -------; 
In the 17 years of statehood, the! 
Oklahoma supreme court has ac­ 
cumulated as many case records as! 
some of the eastern states in more 
than IOO years, according to W. C. 
Franklin, clerk of the court. 
The 
record vaults of the court are 
crowded and filing cases now fill 
every available space in the clerk’s 
suite of rooms. A partition has been 
built in the corridor leading to the 
clerk’s office and two rows of files 
will be placed there. 
Between I OOT and the present ap­ 
proximately 10,000 cases have been 
filed with the supreme court Franx- 
lfn’s records chow. 
He also has 
stored away about 2,000 cases dat­ 
ing back to territorial davs. 
The 
records of the criminal court of ap­ 
peals, which are kept in the same 
wing of the capjtol as the supreme 
court 
files, 
show 
6,000. 
appeals 
since statehood. 
A recent survey of supreme court 
records by Franklin showed that 
more cases are filed in Oklahoma 
than any other state.

BERLIN.— It is 
now 
generally 
conceded that tile Marx-Strescmann 
government has been able to do al­ 
most nothing to reduce the cost of 
i i 'ing. Whatever may be the cause, 
the tendency of prices for articles 
of food and clothing is a rising one. 
This fact is producing great un­ 
easiness In the ranks of organ ize 
workers. The trade unions of every 
political shade have decided that 
they will fight all along theJine for 
an increase of wages. They declare 
that they do this with the greatest 
reluctance, 
and 
only 
because the 
promised reduction of prices has not 
taken place. 
A 
few 
examples 
will 
illustrate 
" hat the industrial worker confronts 
One of the best organizations is that 
of the railway workers. Its members 
are divided into four classes, skil­ 
led. semi-skilled, unskilled and fe­ 
male worker?. The average hourly 
wages paid are: skilled, 16 cents; 
semi-skilled, 13 cents; unskilled, 12 
cents, and women 9 cents. Again, a 
skilled 
metal 
worker 
receives 
13 
cents an 
hour, and an 
unskilled 
female worker 7 cents. 
To bring these wages into rela­ 
tion with the cost of living, a few 
typical prices may be mentioned: 
butter, 65 cents a pound; eggs. 5 
cents each; bread. 12Ac cents a loaf; 
sugar, D cents a pound; beef, 33 
cents a pound; 
flour, 7 cents a 
pound. 
This means that a skilled railway 
worker must work for four hours, 
or almost half a work-day, to be 
able to purchase a pound of butter. 
A female worker must work over 
seven hours for the same privilege. 
These figures, do not take into 
account rent, light, heat, clothing, 
recreation, or the education of tho 
worker’s children. It is not difficult 
to perceive *that many workers are 
absolutely unable to make both ends 
meet. 
The struggle for higher wages will 
probably be carried out first in the 
railway industry. 
The government hopes to be able 
to do something at 
the 
eleventh 
hour. It expects to raise the embar­ 
go on at least one-third of the ar­ 
ticles of food now prevented from 
importation. It will rescind the re­ 
strictions on foreign exchange in the 
hope that thereby money will be­ 
come easier. It hopes, too. that two 
natural factors will operate in its 
favor. One, th e fact that the potato 
crop this year is not of a kind that 
will make cornering or long hoard­ 
ing; the other, that the grain will 
have to be thrown upon the market 
rather hurriedly, because the moist 
weather of the harvest weeks will 
make it impossible to hold back 
grain long for speculative purposes.
